LIBERALS AGREE! 
ON A POLICY OF 
REDISTRIBUTION 


Edmonton, Feb, 22—The Liberals 
have reached a definite decision on 
a redistribution policy. They are in 
favor of a reduction in the number of 
members in the legislature. They 
ask that a definite figure be fixed by 
the legislature and then the decision 
handed on to a non-political commit- 
tee to arrange about the details of 
the division. The committee, it is 
suggested, will report back to the 
legislature, which may accept, amend 
or change, but not alter, the number 
of constituencies. 

This recommendation has been 
placed before the special committee, 
but up to the present time, no report 
has yet been given. 

The report that any responsible 
person had recommended a form of 
redistribution, cutting out 12 seats in 
the legislature, is not credited by the 
members of the legislature. There 
has been no such report. No person 
has produced it, no person is respon- 
sible for it. No person really believes 
that it has been prepared. It is creat- 
ed in the vivid ‘imagination of some 
person, That is all there is to it. 

Much has been discussed by the 
committee and the different members 
but it seems certain that as yet there 
has been no definite plan of redistri- 
bution, and certainly not one provid- 
ing for a reduction of 12 seats in the 
legislature.

The 
proposal is to excavate a well either 
8‘or 16 feet in diameter to a depth 
of 180 feet, as against drilling small- 
er wells.

of water there must be present a 
water bearing formation of. consider- 
able extent and porosity.

Without some knowledge of. the 
amount of water actually flowing in 
the ground, no formula’ will enable 
one to predict the yield of a well. 
(Turneaure in ‘Public Water Sup- 
plies” states that other things being 
equal, a 2 foot well will yield but 15 
to 30 per cent more than a 3 inch 
well). He shows that the effect of 
size alone is very small, and that 
therefore we need not expect an in- 
crease in the yield of large wells 
commensurate with increase in. size. 
However, in the case where the circle 
of influence is small or where the 
water is present in large quantities, 
the increase may be very consider- 
able. 

The large well possesses an advan- 
tage over the small well in its stor- 
age capacity. If the pumping is car- 
ried on at a variable rate, it thus 
acts to increase greatly the real cap- 
acity of the well over that of a ser- 
ies of small tube wells. Furthermore 
in the operation of the pumps there 
are many advantages in being able 
to get the entire supply from one 
well, chief among which is the avoid- 
ance of long suction pipes. The large 
well also permits the use of more 
economical form of pumping machin- 
ery. 

To summarize, it may be said that 
large wells are suited for places 
where the water can be reached at 
moderate depths, where ‘the excava- 
tion is not difficult, where a single 
large well will furnish the desired 
amount, and where the pumps are to 
be operated but a few hours of tho 
day. 

The proposal at Wetaskiwin ig to 
sink a well 16 feet in diameter to a 
depth of 180 feet. It may be stated 
that this is an exceptional depth to 
sink a large well, 10 feet diameter 
and 100 feet deep being considered 
about the maximum in practice. The 
cost of a well increases with increase 
in diameter more rapidly than does 
the yield, and a very large diameter 
such as proposed should be adopted 
only after most careful consideration, 

After a detailed examination of the 
problem at Wetaskiwin, it appears to 
me that the first consideration is a 
determination, as accurately as may 
be obtained, of the amount of the 
ground water flowing through the 
area in question. If as before stated 
the water is present in large quan- 
tities, and the circle of influence is 
small, the water to be obtained from 
a well 16 feet in diameter might jus- 
tify its construction, 

It should be remembered, however, 
that the first thing to be considered 
ig the quantity of water obtained for 
a given expenditure, and the ques- 
tion of economical operation in con- 
junction with your existing power 
equipment, while very desirable, 
should not take precedence of the 
most. important element, that is, tho

was 784,

CASTOR-YOUTHS 


WIN DAMAGES 
OF $50.00 EACH 


Castor, Alberta, Feb, 22—Has a 
high school teacher in Alberta the 
right to suspend pupils, being stu- 
dents of a high school and over 15 
years of age, through continued non- 
attendance at school due to truancy? 

His Honor Judge Morrison of the 
district court, by a recent decision, 
has given it as his opinion that the 
school act confers no such right upon 
the teacher, and he has signalized 
his opinion by awarding damages of 
$50 and costs each to tho two pupils 
of the Castor high school, against 
both Miss Margaret Matthias, former 
agsistant and now principal of the 
public and high school of that town, 
and A. J. P. Powell, former principal. 

The two pupils, Alistair Finlayson, 
son of the town’s mayor, and Cyril 
Tucker, son of the town's commigs- 
sioner, sued for damages for alleged 
illegal suspension due to truancy in 
the spring of 1925. 

At tho trial, Judge Morrison — re- 
served judgment, but his written de- 
cision has been handed down to 
Messrs. Auzier and Brennan, of Cas- 
tor, solicitors for the plaintiffs, and 
Messrs. Van Allen, Simpson & Co., of 
Edmonton, who acted for the defend- 
ants. 

Mr. Van Allen has stated that an 
appeal will be entered by the Teach- 
ers' Alliance on behalf of the two de- 
fendants,

This is the first 
time in the history of the municipal- 
ity that this position has been attain: 
ed, 

This state of affairs has been 
brought about by the conservative 
and business-like policy adopted by 
the council, and partly by the pres- 
sure that was brought to bear upon 
those in arrears by the Tax Recor: 
ery Act. The councillors kept within 
the amounts allotted’ to them, — not- 
withstanding that in some cases a 
debit balance was left over from 
last year which had to be taken care 
of. A considerable amount of new 
road work was done, and many of the 
existing roads were greatly {mproved 
by grading, ditching, : etc. 

With regard to the administration 
of the municipality, a slight saving 
was effected notwithstanding the fact 
that the council employed a weed in- 
spector during the summer months, 
the total cost of which was $238.50. 

A very satisfactory showing wae 
made in the destruction of peste. 
With poison carried over from the 
previous year, an outlay of $408.12 
was sufficient to carry through the 
year, which made a_ reduction of 
$550.00, and made ‘a proportionate 
reduction for the year possible. 

The council has cause for gratifi- 
cation in the position of the school 
districts. The situation was becom- 
ing desperate on December 31, 1923, 


nineteen schools owed the municipat- 
ity $7737.54. In 1924 practically the 
same districts as in the previous 
year, had credit balances totalling 
$707.47, while the remainder owed the 
municipality $7182.85. The result 
was that in 1923 a debt to the bank of 
$6000.00 had to be carried forward. 
Last year, by a slight increase in the 
mill rate in a few districts and the 
working of the Tax Recovery Act, 
only nine districts are showing an ad- 
verse balance, 

With regard to the hail insurance, 
the amount owing to the board has 
been entirely paid, and all arrears 
amounting to about $1100.00, now be- 
long to the municipality. 

After a lengthy discussion, it was 
recommended that the council levy 
an assessment of 50c an acre as a 
grant to the Wetaskiwin Exhibition 
Association, to be applied on the de- 
ficit. 

The election of councillors resulted 
as follows: 

Division 1—Lee Bussard, by accla: 
mation. 

Division 2—C, A, Johnson, re-elect: 
ed by acclamation, 

Division 5—H. BE. Jeglum and T. T, 
Jevne were nominated, but the former 
has withdrawn, and Mr. Jevne has 
been re-elected by acclamation. 


“DRY” REQUEST 
IS- PRESENTED 


Sdmonton, Feb, 22.—When the peo: 
ple vote a few months hence in the 
general elections, let them vote also 
on the elimination of the beer parlors, 
asked a deputation from the Alberta 
Prohibition association, in conference 
with the government Friday morning. 

This was declared to be the most 
important of the resolutions passed 
at the annual convention which had 
to do with action by the government; 
and was strongly pressed upon Pre- 
mier Brownlee and his cabinet. Tho 
fovernment was also asked to givo 
its influence toward securing action 
by the Dominion government that 
will make provincial laws and law on- 
forcement effective, 

A, L. Marks, in submitting the ro- 
quest for a plebiscite on the climina- 
tion of the sale of beer in licensed 
premises, said that the time has not 
come yet for a referendum on prohi- 
bition at large, but that it is desirablo 
to have the beer parlors discontinued 
in order that government control 
might be given a fair trial. 

Premier Brownlee questioned wheth 
er public sentiment is ready yet for 
another vote. He thought that opin- 
ion on the question has not crystal- 
ized to the point where a plebiscite 
would be warranted, and he mention: 
ed the fact that tho several local Ol- 
tion votos had given closo margins, 
showing that prohibition sontiment 
has still to bo created in many Cased,

Theoretically, the perfect tax would 
be a tax on inaction.

Such a tax would not be practical, 
but it would be a just tax. Our pre- 
sent taxes are based on an opposite 
theory. We tax thrift, action, capital, 
enterprise. We levy taxes in propor- 
tion to ability to pay, which means 
that the harder a man works, the more 
we tax him; the more thrifty he be- 
comes, the more we soak him; the 
more efficient he grows, the more we 
shake him down. 

If I save my money and buy a house 
I am taxed; if I waste my money in 
extravagant living, I am not taxed. 

None of our taxes is designed to en- 
courage production by the simple pro- 
cess of discouraging idleness,  shift- 
lessness, inefficiency. The devil him- 
self could not do a neater job of hob- 
bling the human race.—‘Hewitts” in

MR. TOBIN’S SPEECH IN HOUSE 
OF COMMONS ON JANUARY 
28TH LAST

I am glad to see that our railways 
are showing increased earnings. In 
1921 the Canadian National Railway 
was referred to as a joke and a jest, 
but today it is one of the greatest 
railway systems on the American con- 
tinent, closely approaching in effici- 
ency and measuring up in every way 
to the Canadian Pacific railway— 
probably the greatest system in the 
world. Is not that something worth 
mentioning in this house? In 1921 
the stock of the Canadian National 
railways was worthless, but today 
that road is one of the greatest rail- 
way systems on this continent. In 
the part of the country where I live 
we have more than a sentimental in- 
terest in the Canadian National rail- 
way, That part of Alberta north of 
Red Deer could not exist as it does 
at the present time were it not for 
the Canadian National railway. We 
could not without it have the large 
number of towns west of Edmonton 
all along the line. Although we have 
deficits on the road we mus remem- 
ber the service it is renndering. 

I am glad also to note that the 
Hudson Bay railway will be complet- 
ed. It is partly constructed now and 
it should be finished. It will help 
develop that part of the country, and 
be a help to the grain trade. 

The Peace River country should 
also have an outlet. At present they 
have to bring their grain to Edmon- 


ton, and when it gets there is just)

exports from British 
amounted to 1,571,000 
cases, the record for several years 
past. Shipments in 1924 were 1,525,- 
000 cases; 929,000 cases in 1923; 
794,000 cases in 1922 and 939,000 
cases in 1921. 

For the first time in Canada, a 
sport known as the “mountain glis- 
sade,” was performed at Revelstoke, 
B.C., on Friday, January 29, before 
hundreds of visitors to the start of 
Revelstoke’s twelfth winter carnival. 
“Glissading” consists of flying down 
rough uneven mountain sides on skis, 


From August 1, 1925, to January 
31, 1926, 8,182,198 bushels, or about 
one and a half per cent. of the 195,- 
637,112 bushels of grain shipped by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway went 
by the all-rail royte.’ About one- 
eighth, or 30,216,184 bushels travel- 
led through the port of Vancouver 
and the balance of 85 per cent was 
shipped via Fort William. 


Five hundred Montreal school chil- 
dren will give a concert on the con- 
cluding night of the triennial con- 
ference of the National Council of 
Education, to be held in Montreal 
from April 5 to 9. The speaker for 
the occasion will be Sir Walford 
Davies, well known authority on 
national and school music. 


Under the auspices of the French 
Government, the French universities 
and Hon. Philippe Roy, commis- 
sioner-general of Canada in France, 
a tour through France has been 
arranged for this summer, starting 
in Quebec on May 26 with the de- 
parture of the Canadian Pacific liner 
Empress of Scotland. 


Pulp and paper exports from Can- 
ada during 1925 were valued at 
6154,555,951, as compared with $139,- 
491,469 for the previous year. News- 
print production for 1925 was esti- 
mated at 1,516,000 tons, as com- 
pared with 1,352,994 tons for 1924. 
This is twice the newsprint produc- 
tion of 1918. 


With glorious weather prevailing, 
a large gathering witnessed the 
opening of the tenth annual Banff 
Winter Carnival on February 3. 
“Queen Gabrielle” regally entered 
in a fairy ring gorgeously formed 
by frost crystalling ice, drawn by a 
team of huskies. Shooting, skiing, 
skating, hockey and hikes featured 
the big winter sport tournament. 


Two more cases of automobiles 
crashing through gates at level 
crossings at Chelsea Road, Hull, 
Quebec, have been reported. On 
January 6, an automobile bus, laden 
with passengers, was driven through 
both gates. The driver explained 
that his windshield was frozen. The 
second case occurred February 3 
when a car ran past just as the 
gates were being lowered. Both 
cars were damaged. 


Addressing the members of the 
Canadian Lumbermen’s Association 
at their eighth annual convention 
banquet at Montreal recently, E. W. 
Beatty, K.C., President of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, stated that the 
1925 income tax would collect from 
$42,000.000 to $45,000,000. Mr. 
Beatty declared that a reduction of 
25 per cent. or $11,000,000 might 
be brought about if the government 
expenses were cut. The Canadian 
Pacific Railway had reduced its ex- 
penses by over double that amount 
in one year, and the railway com- 
pany was not as large as the Do- 
minion of Canada.

I am glad to note that there has 
been a considerable reduction in ex- 
penditure and in taxation, and that 
there are to be further reductions.

to getting pay cheques, they will not 
make good on the farms. If we are 
going to bring people from other 
countries let us know that they are 
real agriculturists who understand 
farming, who believe in farming and 
who love the land. We have around 
the riding of Wetaskiwin a cosmopoli- 
tan people. We have a great many 
from Nova Scotia and other provinces, 
as well as many from the United 
States and other parts of the world. 
We have immigrants from Norway, 
from Sweden, from Germany, from 
Ukrania, we have French Canadians, 
and all are making a success in that 
part of the country. Those who are 
agriculturists, who came from foreign 
countries where they lived a rural 
life, will be satisfied if they find that 
the land in Canada will produce more 
than the land they left, and they will 
stay in the country.

did not stay with it. All the farmer 
‘asks on the land: is an even chance. 
He asks for no tariff wall to be put 
up for him, and asks no drawbacks. 
He says: “I will compete with the 
world.” That is the kind of agricul- 
turists we want. We want the man 
who will say. “I can raise grain and I 
ask that no tariff wall be put up 
against me. Do not overtax me; 
give us a chance in the world’s mar: 
ket and we will succeed.” 


One of the hindrances to immigra- 
tion—and we heard it today in this 
house—is the speeches made by pub- 
lice men in high places, telling the 
world that the people are leaving 
Canada, that industries are going to 
pieces and that all is wrong with this 
country. That is one of the greatest 
drawbacks to immigration. When 
men like the right hon. leader of the 
opposition make statements in this 
house they go to all parts of the world 
and when the man in a foreign land 


reads the statement that the people 
are leaving our country and the fac- 
tories are closing down, how can you 
expect them to immigrate to Canada? 

I am glad to mention that there is 
a reference to rural credits in the 
speech from the throne. I _ believe 
something can be done in this line 


which will be of real assistance to 
the agriculturist. An agriculturist 
cannot start without money. When he 
goes to the bank and asks for credit, 
they ask him “How much have you 
got? What are your assets?” When 
he tells them he has none they refuse 
him credit and he cannot make a 
commencement.

I say today the farmers 
of western Canada—in fact in’ any 
other part of Canada—must have a 
longer term financial system than 
the people in any other calling.

Rogers) in his speech was rather in- 
clined to throw cold water on rural 
credits. He did not just say so, but 
he pointed out the things that hap- 
pened in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
and stated that if the Conservative 
party had been in power in these pro- 
vinces such things could not possibly

Afternoon tca on a winter’s day at the Crystal Gardens 
Swimming Pool, Victoria, B.C. 


he Winter Garden of Canada should be the de- 


scriptive title of Victoria, B.C. Why seck south- 
ern climes when such attractions lie so close at hand? 


Clear skies, bracing sea air, green lawns and 
spring blossoms, may all be found there, in mid Janu- 
ary. Leaving the prairie grain fields, where next 
spring’s wheat nestles warm beneath a thick blanket 
of snow, crossing the mountains whose passes are 
topped by snow buried peaks, here spring in all its 
wealth of verdure greets the traveller. There is a 
charm about Victoria harbour, not shared by many. 
For where landing places generally are unsightly, and 
a distance from the beauties of the city, the docks of 
Victoria are a part of its attractions. Very fine is 
the approach, The short way to the stately old 
Empress hotel is like the carriage drive to an English 
castle. On the right are the green lawns fronting 
Parliament buildings, perhaps the finest in Canada. 
The rose garden that breaks the even green sward, is 
even now giving a good account of itself, for numer- 
ous rosebuds reveal a pale beauty as if not quite sure 
whether to burst at once into blossom. 

A glimpse of many Victoria gardens at this sea-

son, reveals moro daring flowers. The yellow jasmine 
is covered with bloom, violas stand out boldly in sunny 
nooks, hyacinths and daffodils are heavy with buds, 
while nasturtium seeds have dared to germinate and 
put out leaves as if in challenge to the I'rost King. 

_ A new and fascinating feature of the capital city 
is the Crystal gardens, Situated just beyond the 
Empress hotel, they leave nothing to be desired in 
the way of winter attractions. The glass roof covers 
a swimming pool one hundred and fifty feet in length 
with a graduated depth from three to ten feet. The 
pool fills and drains constantly, sea water being 
oumped in and kept at an agreeable temperature. 
From the pool, rise tiers of seats on either side; and 
at the ends, on the main floor, are fine dance halls. 
Along the sides, tea tables with wicker chairs placed 
at tempting angles, afford agreeable resting places. 
Here and there huge ferns and palms lend a tropical 
air, while smaller plants border the walls, Climbing 
vines grow in great profusion about the steel pillars 
supporting the roof. Developing rapidly in the warm 
moist air, they run toward the glass roof and trail 
their foliage over the water. The wistaria essays the 
climb, but the prolific coba vine flourishes and trails 
its trumpet like flowers from above vying in green- 
ness with the waters of the pool. Canaries in gilded 
cages voice the comfort of the retreat. An occasional 


Oriental umbrella adds still more to the summer-like 
appearance of the place. 

In the evening, with lights and crowds and music, 
with perhaps a water féte being staged in the pool, 
no matter what blizzard sweeps the plains, here sum- 
mer reigns supreme!

go into them as far as I might have. 
I found that 54,000 cars were export- 
ed, leaving 107,386 cars for local con- 
sumption this year. This is not an 
absolutely accurate statement; it ts 
simply a general view of the matter 
and fairly accurate. 1 took it in this 
way: Supposing these cars sold for 
$1,000 each—although that is too 
low; the figure would be nearer to 
$1500—and supposing fon simplicity 
the number of cars was 100,000 in- 
stead of 107,886. That would make 
a selling price of $100,000,000. The 
duty is 36 pe recent, but let us call 
it 30 per cent because luxury and 
sales tax enter into the question. 
30 per cent of $100,000,000 is $30,000,- 
000; therefore it cost the people $30,- 
000,000 for duty, let us say, because 
while they do not actually pay that as 
duty, the price is raised by the 
amount of the duty. Some hon. 
members say: Why should they not 
buy these cars at home? Look at the 
employment that is given to Cana- 
dian workmen. I found out that 
counting all the laborers, clerks and 
stenographers, there were some 9,000 
employees engaged in this industry, 
according to the 1924 year book.: I 
think I will stop right there, because 
this is a general statement. If it 
costs $30,000,000 to keep 9,000 peo- 
;ple employed, hon. members can fig- 
ure on from that and see where it 
{will lead. If you go to the United 
States you can buy a $2,000 car for 
$750 less than you can buy it here, 
and a $4,000 car for $1,500 less than 
you can buy it here. Today the car 
is a utility; the people require cars, 
and I ask hon. members why they 
should have to pay such tremendous 
duties when Canadian manufacturers 
jare selling 54,000 cars abroad annual- 
ily? If they can sell abroad, why can 
| Ley. not sell at home without such a 
;huge duty? I think an hon, gentle- 
{man who spoke said that money was 
lost on their export. If they lose on 
the export, they charge the home con: 
/sumer enough to enable them to sell 
| to other countries at a loss and we 
have to pay for the benefit of others. 
I am glad to see the government 
has come down with a gound policy 
of promoting outside markets. The 
Imore bidders we have for any com- 
|modity we raise in this country, the 
better. That is the Liberal policy as 
opposed to the word “retaliation’—a 
word that has been used frequently 
lin the house in the course of this ile- 
jbate, Retaliation means that some- 
lone else must take the first step. 
| When they take a brick off, you take 
a brick off; when they put a brick on, 
you put a brick on. In such a policy 
fwe do not require a tariff board; 
| Washington will set our pace for us;

Probably I will spoil it in the telling, 
but this is about it. He said that this 
question of home markets put him in 
mind of an eagle sitting on a stump.

A berry stain may be removed by 
pouring boiling water through it. 

A dish of scrap grease, kept in the

SOME MIDWINTER REFLECTIONS 


One of the things not to be forgot- 
ten in midwinter in this country is 
that people in the countries where 
there are tropical fruits to be picked 
all the year round suffer from vari- 
ous troubles which, if not causing 
them actual disease, keep them in 
the borderland between health and 
illness, As for the fruit of those 
countries, as a matter of fact, it has 
more looks than taste; apples of full 
flavor grow only where snow comes. 
The people in those countries are 
lacking in energy and vitality. Coun- 
tries which have hot climates are 
less progressive than countries with 
temperate climates and countries 
whose climates are not without sever- 
ities of cold weather. Progress is 
possible only where people have the 
surplus energy, the self reliance and 
the buoyancy of spirit which are pro- 
duced only by good health, There is 
an ancient saying of the people of 
Switzerland: “Where snow comes 
there is freedom." Consider the case 
of Mexico, a country which is truly a 
great treasure house of natural re- 
sources. But though Mexico is rich, 
Mexicans are poor and backward, pri- 
marily because the general health of 
the mass of the people is low; there 


iis a very great deal of malaria, of 


hookworm trouble and of other devi- 
talizing conditions. Civilization and 
progress are largely matters of vigor- 
ous health. Scientists are coming 
more and more to the view that a 
leading cause of the downfall of cer- 
tain once outstanding nations was a 
decline in general health. They attri- 
bute the degeneration of the ancient 
Greeks and Romans largely to mal- 
aria, which produced insufficient. vi- 
tality. And in this connection they 
point to the conditions in some parts 
of Hurope. Lack of food and the pre- 
valence of unsanitary conditions pro- 
duced widespread devitalization, with 
resulting loss of vigor, self-control 
and balance, especially in’ Russia. In 
this country, the climate is rigorous, 
it is true, but such climates produce 
bodily and = mental vigor.—\Western 
Home Monthly.

Alberta livestock breeders will be

HUDSON’S BAY ROUTE| 


t 


(By J. H. Hodson) 
Quite the least problem in connec- 
with the Hudson’s Bay grain 
route Is the building of the Hudson's | 
Bay railway. 

The real reason for delay in com- 
pleting the railway {is due to the as- 
certained facts, revealed by close ex- 
amination of the whole situation. 
Facts that are of sufficient unprom- 
ising importunce to deter any respon- 
sible government from proceeding 
with a project whose success depends 
entirely upon the railway’s capability 
of bringing freight to a port from 
which reasonably safe and profitable 
shipping business may come. 

It fy not necessary for either bank- 
ers or railway executives to oppose 
the building of the Hudson’s Bay 
railway, for if it were built, there 
would still remain the geographical, 
thermal and meteorological condi- 
tions which so effectively stand in the 
way of Its becoming of economic value 
or usefulness as a grain route. 

Let us examine some of these bar- 
riers which so decisively damn the 
whole proposition; Fort Churchill, a 
proposed terminal at tide water, is 
situated in an isolated and barren 
part of the world in the same latl- 
tude as Fort Chipewyan which lies 
four hundred miles north of Edmon- 
ton. Hudson's Strait the entrance to 
Hudson's Bay, through which ships 
must pass to enter the bay, from the 
Atlantic Ocean, Is about three hun- 
dred and fifty miles still further 
north, in the same latitude as Iceland, 
that part of Greenland which is two 
hundred miles north of Cape Fare- 
well, the north shore of Great Slave 
Lake, and Dawson City, in the Yukon 
territory; all of which are within two 
hundred and fifty miles of the Arctic 
Circle: the same latitude that runs 
seven hundred and fifty miles north 
of the city of Edmonton. 

Hudson's Strait is pretty far north, 
A voyage through it is in the nature 
of an Arctic expedition, and for many

months In each year its waters are 
Ught sealed with Ice, 
A crop produced on the — prairies 


cannot be marketed over this route 
during the year in which {it is grown, 
Such a crop would have to be stored 
until the following month of June; un- 
Lil steamships could navigate to a 
port upon which many millions of 
dollars are yet to be spent before it 
Is made available to ocean going 
steamors, 

If shipowners could he induced to 
enter this trade at all, the ocean go- 
ing freight rates would necessarily 
be high, for long voyages in ballast 
would be necessary to reach Fort 
Churchill, And so long as charters 
wero avallablo In more favorably sit- 
uated ports, no ships could be prevail: 
ed upon to enter Hudson’s Bay. The 
writer knows whereof he speaks, for 
ho has had years of experience on the 
high seas, and suffered the inconven- 
lonce of rounding Cape Horn, which 
is, by no means a joy-ride, though 
there, there ts plenty of sea room and 
the route is hundreds of miles. far- 
ther north of tho Antarctic region 
than Hudson's Strait is south of the 
Arctic. 

Tho nearest ports, of any tmport- 
ance to ft. Churchill, aro Halifax and 
Quebec, from clther of whieh, to reach 
the proposed Bay port, means a voy- 
age of something over twenty-five hun- 
dred iniles. A voyago that must be 
accomplished when gargantuan ice-
